Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 7-1 7, 20-34, 36-40, 42-60, 76, and 77 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments presented on pages 19-22 of the response filed November 

18, 2005 are persuasive. More specifically, the closest prior art of record (i.e., 
Anderson, Boudrow, and Cates), either alone or in combination, fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the features of an electronic lead database system that is 
operated by a third party not under the control of the sales agents wherein selected 
leads are moved from an active set of the electronic lead database system to a selected 
set .of the electronic lead database system for a predetermined time period, wherein 
leads in the selected set cannot be provided to a second sales agent, and an 
introductory confirmation message is sent to the lead by the electronic lead database 
system in response to the detection of an electronic lead selection and prior to the sales 
agent actually contacting the lead. This combination of features is recited in claims 1, 7- 
17, 20-34, 36-40, 42-60, 76, and 77; therefore, claims 1 , 7-17, 20-34, 36-40, 42-60, 76, 
and 77 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record.
